The Applicant argues that in DeLapa the coupon is not limited to being used by the identified user and that in DeLapa, there is no teaching 
that the coupon is limited to being for items at the geographic location associated with the user. The Applicant further argues that although 
the user profile appears to include the address of the user, there is no teaching that the coupon has any geographic based component as 
set forth in the claims. The Examiner answers that Applicant's specification defines the limitation "where said coupon is limited to use by 
the user identified in the use profile data record for items at the geographic location associated with the user" as simply targeting coupon 
offers to users, where said offers include an identification of the user and where said offers are targeted based upon the geographic 
location of said user (see Applicant's specification page 2). DeLapa teaches a system that targets coupons offers to consumers, where 
said coupons offers are customize for each consumer (see col 5, lines 10-20) by including the consumer's identification in each coupon 
offer and where said coupon offers are targeted based upon said consumers retail establishment where the consumer typically shops, 
other retail stores at which the consumer shops and consumer household location (see col 8, line 45 - col 9, line 20). Therefore, contrary 
to Applicant's argument, DeLapa's coupons are limited by the identified user and geographic location of said user, as defined by 
Applicant's specification. 
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
